When artists create, they paint, draw or sculpt what they 
see around them. From ancient times to the present, 
sports have been a favorite subject with artists.

NEIL JENNEY 
Swimmer + Reflection 


In Gallery 4, find Neil Jenney’s painting 
Swimmer + Reflection. You can see 

the swimmer’s reflection on the water’s 
surface, but you cannot see the 
reflection, or thinking, going on in his 
mind.

The Hunter 


Now go through Gallery 5 to get to 
Gallery 3.

Next, go through the doorway in 
Gallery 3 and into the Classic Court. 
Since the ancient Greeks so valued 
exercise and sports, you can find many 
images related to sports on the Greek 
vases here. After all, the ancient Greeks 
began the Olympic games.

Find a two-handled vase called an 
amphora (say: AM fer uh) which was 
given as a prize in the Panatheniaic 
games, a forerunner of our modern 
Olympic games. The image on the front 
shows a woman with a round shield; the 
image on the back shows two nude 
athletes and a clothed referee. 


What was the prize that was stored in- 
side the amphora? (Clue: Read the label 
in front of the vase.) 


Today’s athletes win different kinds of 
prizes for athletic contests including: 


a) medals on a ribbon
